•Dr. F. J. Kyle, 5S, well known 
veterinary surgeon of Springhill, a 
farmer Xenian, brotnS'r of T. Dales 
Kyle of this city, died Wednesday 
night at the Springfield City Hos­ 
pital, from logs of blood following 
th© loss of two fingers of his right 
hand ana deep cuts in his right leg, 
below the knee, when horses hitched 
to a mowing machine, which he was 
operating on the farm of William 
Waddle, near Clifton, became fright­ 
ened and ran away Wednesday aft­ 
ernoon, about three o’clock. 
Dr. Kyle had gone to the farm 
on whicj* John Shaw resides, on the 
Jackson road, near Clifton, about 
noon to help with the mowing, and 
was alone in a field during a heavy 
storm about three o’clock*. Jt is 
thought he dismounted from tho 
mower to fix t he cutter bars on the 
machine, or to escape the driving 
rain. While standing on front of the 
long cutter bars, the horses became 
frightened at the 
lightning 
and 
thunder and started off. 
Mr. Shaw and others on the farm 
arrived at the scene of the accident 
about fifteen minutes later, when 
.n o tifie d by persons passing along the 
• road that there had been an accident 
at the mowing machine. The found 
Dr. Kyle standing near the machine 
trying to stop the flow of blood from 
his injured leg with his uninjured 
hand. 
Dr. Kyle was taken to the Shaw 
farm house, and Jackson’s ambul­ 
ance of Springfield summoned. Two 
physicians. Dr. F. C. Adams 
Yellow Springs, and Dr. J. H. Har­ 
ris, of Clifton, were called to dress 


the wounds. By the time Dr. Kyle 
could be removed to the city hos­ 
pital he was in a seriously weaken­ 
ed condition owing to the loss of 
blood. He was placed under the care 
of Dr. C. E. M. Finney but f^Jlod 
to rally and died at 7:30 o’clock. 
Dr Kyle practiced veterinary sur­ 
gery in Xenia several years, having 
resided in Springfield for the past 
22 years. He was born in Yellow 
Springs and graduated from the On­ 
tario Veterinary College. He was a 
member of the F irst United Presby­ 
terian Church. 
He is survived by his wife, Mrs. j 
Grace Kyle, four daughters and one 
son, Mrs. Janice Ebersole, of Spring­ 
field, Mrs. Wallace Rice, of Cedar-, 
Ville; Miss Mildred Kyle, and 
Miss J 
Ruth Kyle a t home, and Rolland j 
Kyle of Altoona, Pa. 
Funeral services will be at the 


late residence 1026 Clifton Avenue, 
Springfield, at one thirty, standard 
time. Friday afternoon. Burial will 
be made In Massies Creek Cemetery 
Cedarville.

Dr. F. J. Kyle, 5$, well known 
veterinary Burgeon of Springfield, a 
farmer Xenlan, brotel' of T. Dales 
Kyle of thi6 city, died Wednesday 
night at the Springfield City Hos­ 
pital, from loss of blood following 
the loss of two fingers of bls right 
hand and deep cuts in hts rigbj leg, 
below the knee, when hor*** hitched 
to a mowing machine, which he was 
operating on the farm of William 
■Waddle, near Clifton, became fright­ 
ened and ran away Wednesday aft­ 
ernoon, about three o’clock. 
Dr. Kyle had gone to the farm 
on whir* John Shaw resides, on the 
Jackson road, near Clifton, about 
noon to help with the mowing, and 
was alone in a field during a heavy 
storm about three o'clock*. Jt 
is 
thought he dismounted 
from tho 
mower to fix t he cutter bars on the 
machine, or to escape the driving 
rain. While standing on front of the 
long cutter bars, the horses became 
frightened at the 
lightning 
and 
thunder and started off. 
Mr. Shaw and others on the farm 
arrived at the scene, of the accident 
about fifteen minutes later, when 
notified by persons passing along the 
vBroad that there had hem an accident 
at the mowing machine. The found 
Dr. Kyle standing near the machine 
trying to stop the flow of blood from 
his injured leg with hlg uninjured 
hand. 
Dr. Kyle was taken to the Shaw 
farm house, and Jackson’s ambul­ 
ance of Springfield summoned. Two 
physicians, Dr. F. C. Adams c*h 
Yellow Springs, and Dr. J. H. Har­ 
ris, of Clifton, were called t° dress 


the wounds. By the time Dr. Kyle 
could be removed to the city hos­ 
pital he was in a seriously weaken­ 
ed condition owing to the losg of 
blood. He was placed under the care 
of Dr. C. K. M. Finney but failed 
to rally and died at 7:30 o'clock. 
Dr Kyle practiced veterinary sur­ 
gery in Xenia several years, having 
resided in Bprlng-fleld for the past 
22 years. He was born in Yellow 
Springs and graduated from the On­ 
tario Veterinary College. He was a 
member of the First United Presby­ 
terian Church. 
He is survived by hl8 wife, Mrs. 
Grace Kyle, four daughters and one 
gon, Mrs. Janice Ebersole, of Spring­ 
field, Mrs. Wallace Rice, of Cedar­ 
ville; Miss xMildred Kyle, and 
Miss 
Ruth Kyle at home, and Rolland 
Kyle of Altoona. Pa.
